A VISIT TO THE CORN PALACE. 

The sun was just streaking the easterr sky 
with ribbins of scariet and pink when ~all 
hands were called this morning to prepare for 
the affair at Sioux City. A halt hour was 
allowed for toilets, and coffee was served be- 
fore the place was reached. The train was 
stopped outside the town limits to take on 
board Mayor Cleveland, who, without formality, 
welcomed the pres dent and his friends, and 
when the station was reached, just at sunrise, 
éarriages and the reception committee were 
found in waiting, as were the military, brass 
bands end the people. A rapid drive of five 
g@iinmates brought tie visitors to the corn palace, 
Whose turrets were at the moment taking their 
early bath of golden sunlight. The corn festi- 
vel ended, in fact, last week, but everything 
had been kept in place, waiting the president's 
visit, and all the aitendants were on hand to 
do the honors of the occasion. A courteous 
committeeman escorted each member of the 
pariy and pointed out the curiosities. A more 
entcrtaining array of novelties bas not inet the 
gaze of the presivent since his trip began. 

Mrs. Cleyeland was delighted with every- 
thing she saw and turned again and again to 
examine more closely some unique fabrication 
oi corn stalks, hus xs, ears or kernals, to which 


her escort. ealicd her attention. A wag 
maiden with hair of corn silk, a 
robe of satin husks, * climbing a 
winding stair of golden ears; a spidcr of tiny 


earrots lying in wait in his web of corn fibres; 
& Hiap oi the vunicn made of kernais, cach state 
having its special color; a huge national tiag 
and chields, «acsles, erescents, crosses and 
ambiems of the \er ous nations; mottoes from 
“Dominant,” ‘Ceres imperatrice,’’ to the mal- 
titudinous and varied “Welcomes,” all made 
of voshelled cars, were noted and admired in 
turn, and then the big marvel of the building 
Whose the sole maierial. except its bare sheie 

i, whe the procnuect of the corn field, was ex- 
plained in dcta.l and its coneeption, history 
and construction described by the party’s con- 
ductors and aduiired by the guests. 

Froin the palace the visitors were conducted 
throveh the town which seemed to be con- 
structed, ina great part, of corn products and 
mamnioth ieteenvisel arch still spanned the 
eliici thoroughfare. Signa, of sections of corn 
ears, aud awnings, verandas, and in cases en- 
tire fronts of corn topped out with sqnashes 
and pumpkins, were, 2s their architects had 
planned and made them. The show furnished 
the chief subject of conversation during the 
foiencon'’s ride to Omaha, where new scenes 
and new novelties claimed attention. 

RIDING IN OMAHA’S STRERTS. 

OmAnA, Neb., October 12.—The president’s 
ride duwn the Missouri valley from Sioux City 
through endless stretches of waving corn show- 
ed him the signilicance of the Sioux City exhi- 
bition. At Council Bluffs Senater Manderson, 
Congressman Mecshane and a committee of 
gentl men from Omaha boarded the train and 
welecmed the president to ““Ged’s couniry,”’ 
which they claimed lay Just beyond the river. 

At the station in Omaha Senator Paddock, 
Congressman Dorsey and the remaining mem- 
bers of the reception committee, composed of 
pro.ninent residents and municipal aathorities, 
Welcomed the city’s gaests. The, carriage to 
wiich tLe president aud his wife were escorted 
Was one tnass of roses, wreaths of which also 
bedocked the horses. A multitude of many 
thousands cheered the party as it made its 
appcarance, and cheers and salutes were its 
accompaniment thronghout the city. The 
strects had been tastily fand richly adorned 
with streamers and devices in gay colors, and 
banners bearing ‘*‘ Welcome to the President,’’ 
couched in every ferm of patriotic or poeiic 
phrases, spanned the way. The Second regi- 
ment of ‘ nited States infantry, Knights of 
Pythias m un form from all parts of the state, 
and several political and social organizations, 
were drawn up in line along the street’s sides, 
ea with its brass band and colors. One of 
the organizations which attracted the especial 
aticntion of the president, was a company of 
ful -booded Indian youths from the Genoa In- 
dus'rial school. with a band of music.

Throughout the ride thé 
party was escorted by a flying irregular 
equadron of youngsters, whose dare-devil 
riding excited contincus apprehension tu their 
behalf on the part of the strangers.

was caused by the frantic attempt of ten thou- 
sand persons moved by oné impulse to get into 
close quarters with the rooidens. It was a 
work of pain, and even of danger, for his fel- 
low excursionists to make their way to the 
train, a work in which the committee and 
police rendered but little assistance. 

Among the souvenirs ef the visit to St. Jo- 
seph, brought away by Mrs. Cleveland, was 
one found 1m her car after the train had left the 
station for Kansas City. Its envelopment was 
an elegent box of white satin, delicately trim- 
med and artistically decorated, bearing on its 
cover the letters, “F. F.C.’’ Within wasa 
lange, corn colored satchel of the finest satin, 
upon which was printed the inscription : 

“To Mrs Frances Fosom Cleveland: St. Eliza- 
beth society grects vou with the salutation and ben- 
eliction of the visit of Oetober 12, 1887.” 

Following that wasa legend, stating that 
the doners deeming it net inappropriate on 
this occasion to point to the parallelism of cir- 
cumstances of Mrs. Cleveland's present state 
with that of the society’s patron, Elizabeth, 
queen of Hungary. 

The train arrived in Kansas City on time 
at 8:15 p. m. 

A delegation, consisting of ten gontlemen, 
composing the committee on arrangements 
headed by E. H. Allen, proceeded to Waldron, 
fifteen miles north of here, and joined the 
party. Aithe depot and for a block aronnd 
an iminense crowd had gathered, and a roar of 
cheers went up as the train slowly puffed in on 
a siding nearest the street. The police 
arrangements’ were adniirable,. and the 
party were in carriages and on their 
wavup Union avenue fifteen minutes after the 
arrival of the train. Th» ronte was un Union 
avenne and Bluff street, to Sixth, out Sixth to 
Breadway and up Broadway to the Coates 
honse, at the corner of Tenth, where the 
guests alichted and retired to their rooms fer 

. brief rest before the later events of the 
evening, 

The 8d regiment Missouri National Guards, 
atid the Karras -Gitv-tAe Try, 
by a number of democratic clubs of this 
city, and from neighboring towns, served 
as escorts to the procession to the 
hotel and succeeded in keeping the crowd, 
which marched along on either side of the car- 
riages, in chéck. 

Shortly after 9 o’chocok, President and Mrs. 
Cleveland appeared in the parlors of the Coates 
house. and the next hour was eccupied in re- 
ceiving nrembers of the reception committee 
and their friends to the number of abont 1,400. 
The reception was wholly informal, but badges 
of admission were required, and there was no 
unpleasant rush. Afterthe president and his 
wife had retired to their rooms, the cheers of 
the crowd in the street below caused them to

anpear at the kaicony. Thoy bowed in recog- 
nition of the salnte, and at half-past 10 with- 
drew for the night. 


A SKRIOUS ACCIDENT. 
What might have been a serious accident oa 


curred just before the party reached the hotel 
at Ninthand Broadway. Two cable trains 


were standing clese to each other. A cable 


had broken during the day,and the strands 
had been wrapped around with wires. The 
grip of the second bar became entangled in 
the threads, which were wound around the 
grip so firmly as to siart the second train in 
motion. It crowded into the first and pushed 
the car intoathick crowd, injuring four of 
them seriously. 


The president’s* carriage was only about 


twenty feet beyond the track when this hate 
pened, else his safety and that of his wife 
would have been imperiled, and carriages im- 
mediately following had not yet reached the 
track, so the accident was confined to the 
people who were in the jam.

ing ? 
Nr. Arnheim—We can accomplish by gen- 
eral legislation what we cannot by special leg- 


ernor can seize the railroad. How far can the 
overnor seize a railroad? Can be gO into 
ennessee after it with a posse commitatus?

“The resolution is worthless. Cannot the 
wisdom of the house propose a measure that 
will protect the property of the state? I be- 
lieve they can. Appeal to the pockets of the 
lessees, directly ink individually.

Let us dispose of this matter in a 
sensible, business-like manner. The questions 
are, will the people lease it? Will the people 
sell it? Will the people run it themselves? 
Georgians have been enriched by it. The fi- 
nance committee thought, as it was a business 
proposition, toopen it to the world. Table 
this resolution, pass Mr. Olive’s bill, and then 
you can lease or sell it, if you will.”

Supervision of Railroads. 


The next special order~vas Mr. Olive’s bill 
to provide additional supervision of railroads 
in this state. : 

Mr. Olive moved to fill the blank in_ the 
penalty for violation of the act with $2,000 
per day, which was agreed to. 

Mr. Chappell—This is a harsh bill. I am in 
favor of protecting the state’s property. Ido 
not favor theepassage of a general bill whose 
effect will be bad. ‘The peneny imposed 
operates not only upon the officers of the road 
but upon the stockholders. It will bankrupt 
the corporation and the stockholders. 

Many roads frequently get where they are 
not self-supporting, and the road is not kept up 
in consequence. 
stockholders in that case. 

There is no new road in the state amenable to 
this act except the State road. 

Mr. Olive—I have no _ hesitation in saying 
that this bill has for its object the protection of 
the State road. In the lease of this road the 
state occupies a dual position,that of a party to 
the contract, and that of a public: benefactor. 
The state has not parted with her exercise of 
the police power. 

The bill requires every corporation to comply 
with the law. It is fair and just. The railroad 
commission is charged with the duty of seeing 
that these corporations perform their 
duty tothe traveling public. . 

Mr. McCord—The bill attempts to confer 
upon the railroad commission unconstitu- 
tional power by delegating them the power to 
construe, misuse or nonuse, requiring the pro- 
duction of books and papers. The question is 
one of judicial function. 

Mr. Olive-——It is the purpose’ of the bill to 
confer judicial power on the railroad commis- 
§10n. 

Mr. McCord—We should not be led away 
from the law. Such power should not be 
given. The making of stockholders individna- 
ally liable is a liability added to them which 
will prove detrimental to railroad property. 
The people of Georgia who have corporate 
rights will be bankrupted. 

ir. Olive—I am unable to find any proof or 
grdand for the assumption that this bill is un- 
constitutional. The power to compel the pro- 
duction of books and papers is incidental to 
every investigating committee.

The committee on agriculture reported back 
Mr. Candler’s bill regulating the sale of fer- 
tilizers by substitute. Two hundred copies of 
the substitute were ordered printed. 

The committee on railroads recommended 
the passage of the following bills: Repealing 
the general law incorporating railroads, incor- 
porating the Catoosa Spring company ;confirm- 
ing to the Covington and Macon railroad the 
right et extension ; incorporating the Augusta 
and White Plains railroad; amending the act 
incorporating the Savannah and Western rail- 
road. They reported adversely on the bill to 
protect the lives of employes and passengers by 
prohibiting the running of trains by oyerwork- 
ed employes. 

The general hg reported favorably on 
the follpwing bills: Regulating the practice 
in claim cases; amending séctions 1676, 1970, 
1997, 3523, 4231 and 5084, of the code; provid- 
ing for the levy and sale of personal property ; 
providing for the erection of courthouses in 
each militia district. They reported adversely 
on bills amending sections 4375 and 3623, of the 
code, and to regulate practice in superior 
courts, 

The committee on temperance reported in 
favor of the passage of Senator Powell's bill 
to establish dispensatories of liquor for medici- 
nal pkrposes. 

Thé committee on lunatic asylum reported 
adversely on the bill providing for the care 
and protection of lanatics. 

The bill to prohibit the sale of liquor within 
three miles of Bethlehem academy, in Walton 
county, proyoked discussion. 

Mr. ag | of Walton, favored, and Mr. 
Gresham, his colleague, opposed it. Mr.
